SAYS EMSPAPER 


MEXICO CITY, April 24.—The 
Non-recognition of the Monroe doc- 
trine’ by ‘the Mexican government 
and the recal)) from Paris of Alberto 
J. Pani, minister. to France, to Wait 
orders fn Spain; formed’ the sub- 
stance of two statements Printed: } 
identically by all Mexico City pa- 
pers tonight ‘as having been given 
out officially by Salvador Diego 
Fernandez, chief of staff in charge 
of the department of Foreign Re- 
lations. 

One statement says that since De- 
cember, Pani has held credentials 
as minister to France, but notwith- 
standing the fact that the French 
government expressed its willing- 


ness to accept Senor Pani’s nomina- 
tion, he has been unable to dacs 


his credentials to: the French gov- 
ernment. Therefore, President Car- 
ranza has ordered Pani, together’ 
with the légation. corps, to proceed 
from Fgance to Stpin, there to await. 
cable instructions. ~

“The. conference now, meeting “at 
Paris has considered the: recognition 
of the Monroe Doctrine. Some gov- 
ernments, friends of Mexico, have 
asked Mexico for its opinion re- 
garding the doctrine and the Mexi- 
can Department of Foreign Rela- 
tions has answered that the Mexi- 
can government has not recognized 
and will not recognize the Monroe 
Doctrine or any other doctrine that 
attacks the sovereignty and inde- 
_pendente” of Mexico.”

WORK OF Th 


LEGISLATURE 
FINISH 


SACRAMENTO, April 24.—With 
the two houses that almost amount- 
ed to a riot, the Forty-third session 
of the legislature came to an end 
shortly before 5 o'clock this morna 
ing. 

After droning over bills, amend- 
ments, conferen¢e committees, roll 
ealls and more roll calls for hours, 
the strain of maintaining their at- 
tention fixed on _ the business of 
passing or rejecting bills provea 
too much for California’s lawmak- 
ers. ‘ 

About midnight the tension be 
gan to relax, and tired nerves foura 
relief in horseplay. First, wads of 
paper began to fly from one side 
of the house to the other, then 
rolled up newspapers, then more 
effective weapons. 

At times the air was filled with 
missiles—books, sheaves ot bilis, 
files, pamphlets and waste baskets. 
Even chairs and pieces of furniture 
were sent hurtling back and forth. 

For a time members of both 
houses were content e battle in 
their awn. territory... 
however, the home reiles began to}. 
gall.

TEACHING US HISTORY 
* * 
The older generation prided 


the world and its peoples, but this 
war has brought out countrtes 
and cities and people who live 
very much as do the balance of 
us that we did not know were in 
existence before. There is Gott- 
schee, and we-judge it has a taint 
of German in its composition by 
its name. 

The inhabitants of Gottschee, 
described by the geographers as 
consisting of one fair-sized town 
and a hundred and seventy-one 
villages, has asked to be made a 
republic under American protec- 
torate. The editor of the San 
‘Francisco Call enlightens us when 
he tells ug that Gottschee is part 
of Carniola, which is the old 
Austrian province lying northeast 
ef Trieste at the head of the 
Adriatic. The people of Gott 
schee speak German, but they are 
surrounded by districts in which 
the Slovenes, who they say op- 
press them, are jn a majority. 

If the Gottschee request were 
granted the situation would be 
much as though the District of 
Columbia, or that part of Illinois 
that lies at the junction of the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers, were 
declared independent of the rest 
of the United States. It woule 
not be, of course, economically or 
commercially independent, but it 
might set up tariffs all along its 
borders, maintain a _ standing 
army, and keep up a strong ‘‘na- 
tionalistic’’ movement, with the 
distrust of and dislike for its 
‘neighbors that usually go with 
certain kinds of nationalism. 

Carniola is small enough on the 
map and Gottschee is smaller. 
But Europe is full of Gottschees, 

whose inhabitants are certain that 
they cannot get justice from theit 
neighbors. No distinct racial 
boundary lines are possible, so 
completely have the races inter- 
mingled. Even in Alsace-Yor- 
raine the French element is in 
large areas in a minority, and 
Alsace-Lorraine is a simple prob 
lem compared with the problems 
of the Balkans, of Poland, oF 
western Russia and of the Dal- 
matian coast. 

They can be settled, it seems, 
only by mutual toleration, en- 
forced, if necessary, by some such 
world power as a league of na- 
tions will provide. Gottschee 
must have its rights and let them 
live their lives, and in certain 
things it must co-operate with 
them, and they with it.

Word of the plight of the rescue 
party was telephoned to the po- 
lice, and three patrolmen were sent 
to their assistance. 

They tried to set lines to the boat 
and pull it to the trestle, but e ven- 
the attempt and 
waited for the tide to rise. 

It was 5 o’clock when the boat 
of Waldi and. Prunno capsized. 
Waldi was dragged out of the mud 
at 7, but it was past 10 before 
the second rowboat was floated from 
the mudflats, and he was _ hurried 
to thé hospital.
